Attending the A.N.A. Conven- 
tion I found all in attendence en- 
joying themselves, the exhibits 
and dealer bourse tables display- 
ed some of the outstanding 
material available in the numis- 
matic field.

500. 1,000 bills., Harold Bare- 
ford’s 1804 silver dollar, known 
as the (Dexter) dollar it was well 
struck with a proof finish. Mc- 
Dermott had his 1913 Liberty 
nickel, 1915 Lincoln cent struck 
in gold, plus a set of fractional 
currency of which they were un- 
iquely redesigned. The Portrait 
of William Meredith were skill- 
fully made into figures of some 
100 characters such as Baseball 
player, Jockey, etc. Aaron Feld- 
man of N. Y. had a rare Proof 
Bank currency bill pattern set. 
The mint error display was also 
a sight, with many unique and 
rare items, a Buffalo nickel 
struck in copper, double strikes, 
off centered pieces and off metal 
singles.

many people were aware of the scarcity of ‘s’ mint coins. 

One of the sights numismatists find interesting in San Francis- 
co is the location of the former U.S. mint which was closed in 1955. 
Another is the very large Panama Pacific building which was built 
as a temporary structure for the exposition of 1915. This building 
is falling apart, literally, and is padlocked against entry because 
of the danger. People who suggest its removal, however, find col- 
lectors and historians of San Francisco protesting loudly as it is 
considered a colorful and sentimentally valuable landmark. 

The only octagonal $50.00 gold coin issued by a U.S. mint was 
struck to commemorate this Panama Pacific Exposition. It is pic- 
tured here. In circulated condition it is extremely rare and is worth 
well over a thousand dollars. A commemorative gold $1.00 and a 
gold $2.50 were also struck at the exposition, as was a silver com- 
memorative half dollar. 

After enjoying the hospitality of San Francisco friends, and 
delivering one short talk on coins and THE FLYING EAGLET, 
your correspondent caught a plane for home at the conclusion of 
duty. 
The consistently cool air of San Francisco was very attractive 
considering the temperature in Cincinnati was some twenty-five 
(and more) degrees higher, but home certainly looked good after 
three weeks and over five thousand miles of traveling.
